THE INDIAN IN POLITICS. 


Commissioner Morgan of the Indian 


Bureau has received a second letter from 
Superintendent Backus of the Genoa, Neb., 
Industrial School for Indian children, ex- 
plaining more fully the situation in that 
eeotion as to the employment of Indian 
children in the beet fields. Backus, owing 
to the opposition of working people about 
Norfolk, advises against pulling toys out 
to work, and says: 


"We have threo political parties in this 


Plata at the present time, about 70,000 in 
each party. 
One party m composed of the 


Farmers' Alliance and Knights of Labor 
came nad; the other two are Republicans 
and Democrats. I (eel sure if we allow our 
boys to work in the beet fields the Fanners' 
Alliance and Knights of .Labor oigani/u- 
lions will units as a party in condemning 
oar actions." 


Commissioner Morgan, in reply, briefly 


reviews the history of the Indians ns a 
race in this country, calling attention to 
the fact that they ars struggling with many 
discouraging obstacles in efforts to secure 
for themselves a livelihood, and britfly ex- 
plains (ha policy of the Government, 
The 


Commiasiouer explains that the "outing 
system" has beoo of great benefit to Indian 
boys and girls, anj ha greatly deprecated 
the notion o£ some ot the laboring people 
of Nebraska in opposing the scheme. Ha 
suggests that if the Superintendent finds 
his efforts to secure proper employment foi 
the pupils of his school at reasonable 
wages are to be resisted by political parties 
or other organized bodies of citizens of 
Nebraska, that he report the case fully in 
order that the matter may be laid before 
Congress at the next session. The Com- 
missioner further asks, that if in the judg- 
ment of tlie Superintendent the people of 
Nebraska are so hostile to the school in its 
endeavor to make intelligent, independent 
oitizons of i B Indian pupila, whether it 
would not be beet to stop all projected im- 
provements with a viaw of closing the 
school aud abandoning the 
enterprise. 


The money, he says, can be expended tu 
advuntags in Stutes where the citizens are 
only loo Kind to have these institutions of 
learning.

Nearly every college' student thinks that 


when he graduates he will have sufficient 
tnowledgo to enter a true lif« on nearly 
;ha same looting aa those who have been 
.Q active life for years. He may have suf- 
loient knowledge in one sense, but he will 
and that ho does not know how to use it, 
and also that he has a great deed of knowl- 
edge which would be of no uss to him even 
if he wore able to apply it. 
So he takes a 


lower position and advanoas slowly us he 
learns that which he could have learned 
nearly as well in college. A great many of 
them become disappointed because they do 
not advance as f'»ot as they think they 
ought.

Where the American school system makes 
s greatest mistake is by teaching accord- 
ng to the first clause, without suffiient at- 
eotion being paid to applying that which 


learned. 
To explain the meaning of overtaught we 


will divide the definition into two parts: 


'irst—Education is the instruction of tho 
ntelUct in the lawa of nature. 
Second— 


low to "pply them. 


If tha 0 indent is taught according to the 


first he would be overtaught, since he 
aoks the application, but if he were taught 
,ccording to the first and second he would 
>e educated. That is, no matter how little 
be is taught if he is taught according to 
ioth divisions, he would be educated as far 
,s he had gone. I would also say that n 
Indent was ^overtaaght if ha were taught 
hat which would not directly concern the 
profession for which he is fitting himself. 
Che best way to show the manner in which 
students are overtaught is by taking exam- 
plea of certain studies from onr public 
schools and colleges. 


The first thing that one upon meeting a 


lorscm who is supposed to be educated is 
whether he was good English. We gauge 
n's education by the language be uses. In 
he public schools we learn the rules ot 
grammar and to a certain extent how to ap- 
ily them. 


We then leave the public school and 


enter college to prepare, we may say, for 
any of the professions. The first thing one 
notices when examining the list of studies 
in the catalogue is that the study of Lutin 
is everywhere throughout 
the course. 


The question 
immediately before 
the 


student is why is Latin in the course at 
all. We all know there is no people in ex- 
istence at the present time who speak 
Latin. Wo afterwards find, however, that 
a large amount of the English language 
came from Latiu. We are told by the pro- 
fessors thut to obtain a good foundation of 
English wo muat first learn Latin. During 
onr four years at college we spend from 
two hours and a half to four hours a day 
in studying this branch. 


When we finish we may have the foun- 


dation for a knowledge of English, but 
what good is that foundation without the 
knowledge iiseU? 


On the other hand, when we entered 


college, having the lules ot English gram- 
mar from the public schools, if we had 
spent tho two hoard and a half to four 
hours a day in writing essays, themes and 
the like wo would certainly know very lit- 
tle about Latin at the end of four years, 
but would we not have ti fine command of 
English aud have acquired a great deal of 
practical and useful knowledge besides, 
Shakespeare, the greatest writer of English 
that the world has ever produced, is LOW 
very little about Latin, yet what writer 
well versed in the classics can yon com- 
pare with him? 


While other wrilers were pour it g over 


Latin and Greek, by which they were to 
become more prominent in English, he was 
learning English by the axiom that prac- 
tice makes perfect. 
If you examine his 


writings you will find that they grew in 
strength and beauty as ho wrote. 


As another example take the subject of 


chemistry: 
You could go to the class 


room every day with a perfect lesson until 
after a certain time you would know the 
text books by heart. 
Could you then go 


into a laboratory and make any practical 
use of your knowledge? No, you could not, 
and yon'would bo overtaught on that sub- 
ject. 
On the other nand, if you went into 


the laboratory at first and performed all 
the experiments as you found them in the 
text book, you would have when you fin- 
ished the subject a knowledge of it that 
you could put to practical use. 
If yon had 


studied chemistry by the first method you 
would have a knowledge of it, but as you 
could not use it, all the time that you had 
given to studying it would, to a large ex- 
tent, be wasted. 
No matter what subject 


we may select, it can be proved in the 
eame way that a student can be taught a 
great deal about it, but in such a way that 
he does not derive much bent fit therefrom. 


Why not treat the education of the mind 


in the same way as we do the education of 


the hands. If we ate to learn a trade we 
do not learn it from books and then go to 
work, but we go to work with our hands 
and head at the same time, that is, a9 we 
learn with our head we practice, with onr 
hands, and thus advance ona DO faster than 
the other. 


The advance of the human race has 


been remarkable in the last century;bnt 
what might it have been it the time that 
has been given to studies like Latin and 
Greek by some of tho brightest intellects of 
the world had beeu given to the sciences in 
search of discovery. I do not claim that 
everyone should be a scientist nnd that 
there ought not to be any literary men, 
but most ol the time that is given to 
studies like Latin and Grotk could be used 
more advantageously. 


If any of us wish to fjllow a literary 


profession, but thinks onr education is not 
complete without a knowledge of the clas-

make ourselves, no matter how good Latin 
and Greek scholars we might become. 


One could learn the classics from trans- 


lations so that they conld repeat them 
from beginning to eud in leas time than to 
learn to read them in the original. Only 
about one ont of ten college graduates in 
able to read Latin without the help of his 
lexicon. 


Another way students become ovtrtanght 


is by going over ground to arrive at certain 
results that others have already arrived at. 
This is the mistake thut students make in 
studying Latin for the sake of reading the 
classics. 
The same is true of chemistry. 


Chemistry advances because students make 
themselves familiar with what others have 
discovered and fixed before they chase 
their own narrow fields for investigations. 
There may be one or two among them who 
could in the couss of a life time discover 
oxygen for themselves, but Prestby has 
done that just as well aa could be done. 


It is for one generation to begin where 


the other left off, and thus to advance in a 
geometrical ratio. 


It has been questioned whether four 


years could be spent in college? There is 
no question but what they could if the 
right kind of work was given the student. 
In the lost few years studies like Latin and 
Greek have been gradually giving way to 
more practical studies. 
The time will 


come when there will not be so many 
studies given to a student that are of no 
practical value, and those that are of prac- 
tical value.will be taught in such a way 
that the student will have to learn the 
practical part after leaving college.

overtaught students, and the four years in 
college will be spent in such a way that 
there will be no question as to their being 
spent with profit. .«.

Granada respecting the transit of the
